Meongressman Auchincloss has 
declared in his bill, “That, in hon- 
or of the 100th anniversary of the 
founding 2f Ocean county, New 
Jersey, the postmaster general is 
hereby authorized and directed to 
jue a postage stamp depicting 
Barnegat Light station in said 
Qcean county. Such stamp shall 
be issued in such denomination 
and for such period beginning 
February 15, 1950 as the postmas- 
fer general may determine. Such 
samp shall be placed on sale at 
Barnegat Light, New Jersey, one 
day before it is made available to 
the public elsewhere in these 
United States.” 

Commemorative issues usually 
exceed 4,000,000 sales to collectors 
throughout the nation. The Ocean 
county Centennial stamp would 
be the first lighthouse stamp in 
the history of the country. 

The date of Fob. 15 contained 
in the bill for issuance of the 
Bamegat Light stamp marks the 
day in 1850 when the New Jersey 
legislature set Ocean county aside 
from Monmouth. The first meet- 
ing of the Ocean county Board of 
Freeholders took place May 8, 
1850 in Toms River.

“The shop was ransacked of its 
foreign and domestic stamps 
March 14. Cox told police that 
the burglar had bound him, but 
he had managed to break loose. 
“Police said they became suspi- 
cious of Tox, who reported the 
burglary, when they learned that 
he had insured his collection re- 
cently. 

“On April 7, Mrs. Ellen Thorne, 
the dealer’s ex-wife, who works 
in the shop, found in a trunk 
owned by Cox in the store an al- 
bum of French colonial stamps 
similar to those reported missing. 
“Police arrested Cox in his 
apartment, where they said they 
discovered stolen stamps under 
rugs and in an ice tray of the 
refrigerator.”

it is made available to the public 
elsewhere.”

ANNAPOLIS FIRST DAY MAY 23 


Ancient Map Of The Region; 
Color, Quantity Not Announced 


All details of the Annapolis Tercentenary commemorative 
stamp were announced by the Post Office Department except the 
color and the initial printing order. An ancient map of the Chesae 
peake Bay region in which Annapolis is situated is used as the de- 
sign for the stamp. It is probably one of the most unusual designs 
produced by the Department for some time and will undoubtedly, 


one of the most popular stamps 





in 1949. 

The official Post Office Depart- 
ment announcement of the stamp 
is as follows. 

“Postmaster General Jesse M. 
Donaldson announced the descrip- 
tion of the new 3c Annapolis 
Tercentenary Commemorative 
Postage Stamp which will be 
placed on sale for the first time 
on May 23 at Annapolis, Mary- 
land. 





LATE BULLETIN 

The Post Office Department 
made the announcement that the 
initial printing of the Annapolis 
stamp will amount to 100 million 
stamps, 

It was also announced that the 
color of the Alexandria 6c com- 
memorative airmail stamp would 
be red. 





“The central design depicts an 
ancient map of Annapolis and the 
entrance to the Severn River at 
the time of the first settlement. 
Upon this map is superimposed a 
ship of the period entering the 
River from the Chesapeake Bay, a 
boat load of Puritans going ashore 


Seal of Lord Baltimore to repre- 
sent the colony of Maryland, a 
compass rose and various symbols 
found on oJd maps. 

“Just below the Seal appears 
the lettering “Annapolis, Md.” in 
dark Gothic. The lettering “U. 
S. Postage” in dark modified Ro- 
man appears in the top portion. 
In the same style in the lower 
part of the stamp appears “Anna- 
polis Tecentenary 1649-1949.” In 
the lower right corner is the de- 
nomination ‘3c”. The lettering 
identifying the river, bay, and 
settlement, is in dark Italic. 

“The stamp is 0.84 by 1.44 
inches in dimensions, arranged 
horizontally, with a _ single line 
frame. It is printed by rotary 
process, electric-eye perforated, 
and issued in sheets of 50 sub- 
jects. The color of the stamp 
will be announced at a later date. 

“The ship shown on the map is 
a spritsail rigged ship similar to 
those used by the English and 
Dutch merchants in coastal sail- 
ing during the 17th Century. Sev- 
eral symbols are on this map, as 
on all old ones: the trees and hills 
are similar to those found on 
John Smith’s map of 1606; the 
cherubic northeast wind blowing 
the ship along to its anchorage; 
the rock or striped bass, Roccus 
lineatus, prevalent even at this 
date in the Bay; the blue or hard 
crab, Callinectes sapidus, as a 
symbol of Crabtown-on-the-Bay, 
as Annapolis is known by all mid- 
shipmen, and the compass rose 
without which the old maps were 
incomplete. The Seal of Maryland 
was taken directly from the Great

Seal of Maryland, which was ore 
iginally designed by Lord Balti- 
more in 1632. 

“Stamp collectors desiring first 
day canceilations of this stamp 
may send as many as 10 self-ad- 
dressed envelopes to the Postmas- 
ter at Annapolis, Maryland, to- 
gether with postal note or money 
order remittance to cover the cost 
of the stamns to be affixed.” 

The city of Annapolis is well 
known nationally for several rea- 
sons. It is the capital of the state 
of Maryland, and the home of the 
United States Naval Academy. 

It is also the county seat of 
Anne Arundel County with a lo- 
cation on the Severn River about 
two miles from Chesapeake Bay. 

As early as 1608, Captain John 

Smith visited the site of Annapo- 
lis. No ‘settlement was made at 
that time, but in 1649 a company 
of Puritans from Virginia es- 
tablished a town there which they 
named Providence. In _ succeed- 
ing order, Providence was re- 
named as_ follows, ‘Proctor’s,” 
“The Town,” “Anne Arundel 
Towne” and finally the Town of 
Annapolis in honor af Queen 
nne. 
Annapolis was made the capital 
of the province in 1694 when the 
government was moved from St. 
Mary’s. In 1708, Annapolis was 
miade a city by virtue of a charter 
which Queen Anne granted to the 
city named for her. 

Early in the 1700’s, one of the 
first free schools on the North 
American continent was estab- 
lished in the city. The school la- 
ter developed into what is now 
known as St. John’s College, it 
having a founding date of 1789. 

Sentiments of the citizenry in 
favor of a break with England 
were expressed in a Resolution of 
Sympathy for Boston (May 25, 
1774) whose port had been closed. 
Further, on October 18 of this 
same year, the brig “Peggy Ste- 
wart” laden with tea from Eng- 
land was publicly burned to the 
water’s edge.

Jet Air Mail Covers 
Not Yet A Reality 


On several occasions we have had 
submitted to our office a cover 
purported to have been carried on 
one of the Jet Plane Flights of 
the past several months. 

Our mail now contains another 
cover, rather a Canada Letter 
Sheet which it is claimed was 
carried on one of these Jet planes. 
The sender claims it is the first 
letter sheet.of Canada so carried. 

We have no objection to men- 
tioning the fact that this cover 
bears a typewritten statement as 
follows, some parts of it being 
filled in with pen. 

“Flown on a R. C. A. F. Jet In- 
terceptor Plane From Trenton Air 
field to Montreal. Date of flight 
Feb. 19, 1949. Carried courtesy 
of F /o F. W. Evans, Pilot R. C. A. 
F. Sqn No. Jet Plane Type Vam- 
pire III.” - 

The cover is postmarked at 
Montreal on Feb. 21, 12:30 p. m. 
It has a small label reading “JET 
AIR MAIL.” 

Now we have no reason to ques- 
tion the fact that this plain un- 
canceled letter sheet may have 
been carried on the plane as claim- 
ed. However there is nothing about 
the letter sheet to authenticate 
this for anyone in Montreal could 
have produced hundreds like this 
at a cost of the letter sheet alone. 

The letter sheet could have been 
canceled at the Trenton Air Field a 
few minutes before the flight, car- 
ried to Montreal and rushed to the 
Post Office and backstamped there 
so as to indicate faster transpor- 
tation than by any other available 
means, which would have helped 
authenticate the cover. 

The cover might also have been 
signed by the pilot of the Jet Plane 
which would have been some 
indication that it was carried 
on such a plane, but with no prac- 
tical evidence that the sheet was 
carried, we see nothing in a cover 
of this nature that would lead us 
to value it at anything over a few 
cents, for it certainly bears no in- 
dication that leads to the belief 
that it is a rare or desirable item. 

Mind you, we are not question- 
ing the statements of the owner 
that the cover was so flown, but 
we do point out that similar covers 
could be produced by the hundred 
at a cost of the letter sheet alone 
and that there is nothing about 
the cover to back up any claims 
for its legitimacy. 

We feel it our obligation to col- 
lectors of material of this nature 
to point out such feats for what 
they are worth. 

Collectors should also take note 
of the fact that altho this is claim- 
ed to be a jet plane flight, the 
fastest flying there is, the flight 
started on the 19th February, but 
the cover is not canceled at Mon- 
treal until 12:30 noon on the sec- 
ond day following. Sure must 
have been a slow Jet plane.

NYASSALAND PROT. The one 
pence stamp showing a native 
soldier (Scotts’ No. 69) was 
withdrawn after being in use 
for only a short time, due to 
the resentment that this stamp 
created. It was replaced by a 
one pence Leopard type in 
1947. The original stamp No. 
69 is scarce and increasing in 
value, especially im used con- 
dition. 


AUSTRALIA The new 5 shill- 
ing stamp (release date April 
llth 1949) is a departure from 
the traditional styles of this 
country. The central feature of 
the design is the Australian 
Coat-of-Arms. The shield con- 
tains the badge of each of the 
six states, New South Wales, 
Victoria, Queensland, South 
Australia, Western Australia 
and Tasmania. It is understood 
that other new high values of 
10 shillings, one pound and 
two pounds will be in similiar 
style to this new § shilling 
stamp. 


NEWFOUNDLAND has now 
ceased to be a stamp issuing 
country and as a province of 
Canada will now use Canadian 
stamps only. Dealers report a 
heavy demand for all New- 
foundland stamps, especially 
the recent current items. It is 
probable the stamps of New- 
foundland will retain their 
popularity and not be forgot- 
ten as were so many other 
eountries who ceased the is- 
suance of stamps. 





JAMAICA The Constitution set 
of seven values to 10 shilling 
issued in 1945, was released 
with different perforations, 

12%, 12% x 13% and 13. Spe- 
cialists report that the 1% and 
2 pence values have been found 
perforated 12% x 13. Some per- 

foration varieties are scarce, 
especially the 2 pence perfor- 
ated 12%. All values exist per- 
forated 12%. 

ERITREA A new British stamp 
has appeared for use in Eritrea. 
It is overprinted B.M.I. ERI- 
TREA and surcharged 65c on 
the 8 pence value. This sug- 
gests the possibility of the re- 
introduction of this value in 
East Africa. 

IRELAND Some time ago there 
appeared a redrawn version of 
the St. Patrick design used for 
the high values of Ireland. In 
this redrawn type, the colored 
lines at the side and behind 
the saint's head are much 
broader, and the white lines 
between them much finer.

Educating The Beginner

Usually, 
with this particular issue, the 
stamp was “cut to shape”’—that 
is, octagonal in shape cut clean 
around the outline of the stamp. 

The inverted stamps of this is- 
sue are known to number between 
15 and 20 in the whole world, 
but these are all cut to shape. 
One is in the collection of the 
King. Three are in the Tapling 
collection in the British Museum. 
Some are in the United States. 

The excellent copy of the in- 
verted four annas cut square was 
discovered in 1945, quite by ac- 
cident, when a collector brought 
in a cover to the office of Jal 
Cooper, of India, dealer and col- 
lector friend of Desai. The price 
at which the stamp first passed 
in Desai’s collection was never 
announced. It is interesting to 
note that the majority of the 
stamps of this collection are cut 
square, and their supply is an ed- 
ucation in itself. 

The stamps are expected to 
draw serious bids only from col- 
lectors, unless dealers are act- 
ing on behalf of clients from out- 
side England. Americans are con- 
sidered certain to be making a 
number of “book bids.” Cooper, 
who transacted the original sale 
of the “inverted cut square,” will 
fly especially from Bombay to at- 
tend the auction. His coming is at- 
tracting considerable interest, es- 
pecially as there is a possibility he 
will attempt to get the main items 
of the collection back to India.

This does not mean that your 


dealer is trying to defraud you 
but merely that it is possible he 
has been taken in and does not 
realize it. Most dealers are inher- 
ently honest and certainly do not 
want to lose their customers or 
their reputations. 


Now to get on with the business 


at hand. Before describing the is- 
sues of the Russian zone we must 
first classify them for a better un- 
derstanding. 


First there are the general is- 


sues released in the various post- 
al districts based on the former 
states of Germany some of them 
recognizable to the classic col- 
lectors of.the old German states:- 
Berlin-Brandenburg, East Saxony, 
Dresden, Chemnitz, West Saxony, 
Leipzig and Mecklenburg-Verp- 
ommern, and Thuringen, province 
of Saxony Halle. 


The above mentioned cities and 


districts were the central offices 


rebuilt. This should make us all 
realize how far back a war can 
retard civilization. 

A further classification is also 
necessary so I am going to bor- 
row from the Hallensia society of 
Halle a group devoted to the 
study of these issues. And all fut- 
ure items on these issues shall 
refer to this classification. 

Type 1. Officially issued for 
general use. 

Type 2. Officially issued for a 
limited period within the district 
of issue. 

Type 3. Issued with permission 
of the local authorities for a very 
limited use, usually to raise funds 
for some local charity. 

Type 4. Issued by private par- 
ties without official sanction and 
with intent to make collectors 
items, in order they hoped to 
make their fortunes. These issues 
can be found on actually mailed 
covers, but this is understandable 
as the postal clerks during this 
chaotic period did not know what 
was a stamp and what was not, so 
anything could happen, and did. 

Many of the persons involved 
were hailed to court but showing 
that the stamp on letters were 
actually delivered at destination, 
were not prosecuted and some of 
these issues were recognized by 
the courts. 

Now while the purist may not 
want to recognize these stamps 
they do exist and are in a sense 
postal forgeries as the post of- 
fices did not receive the money 
for stamps used so that these is- 
sues which were intended to de- 
fraud the collector also defrauded 
the postal authorities. However, 
I doubt that these items will ever 





Noontide Club Now 
Accumulates Stamps 


“Stamps to burn” is the new 
motto of the Kiwanis Club of 
Peekskill, N. Y., except that they 
won’t burn them. 

In order to further its work for 
underprivileged children in the 
city of Peekskill, the Kiwanis Club 
asked one of its members whether 
he could make a suggestion to 
them as a stamp collector to sup- 
plement their funds. The member 
made the suggestion that members 
simply save the stamps from their 
mail, rather than tossing them into 
the waste-basket, and  arrange- 
ments were made with a stamp 
dealer to take them off their 
hands. 

In the first week in which the 
drive was in operation, twenty- 
five pounds of United States 
stamps were brought in. So en- 
thusiastic were the members 
when they saw the money that 
had previously literally been 
burned through their ignorance of 
stamp values that they now plan 
to widen the drive by asking other 
Peekskill business firms to save 
their stamps as well. 

We once heard a stamp dealer 
mention in his opinion a fortune 
was burned up daily through the 
ignorance of hundreds of thous- 
ands of business firms and indi- 
viduals who discarded the stamps 
from their daily mail. The fact 
that the Kiwanis Club is now able 
to finance its charitable activities 
in such a painless way would in- 
dicate that his statement was no 
exaggeration.

It probably wouldn’t be amiss 
to remind the beginners that try- 
ing to peel or pull a stamp from 
an envelope is not the way to get 
that stamp and have it in good 
collectable shape. This form of 
removal results in tears and thin 
spots both of which make the 
stamp worthless. 

Cut the paper around the stamp 
leaving about a % inch on all four 
sides, and then soak it off in luke 
warm water. Put between white 
(not colored) blotters, or news- 
papers and let dry. 

Another bad thing which begin- 
ners do is to tear stamps off cov- 
ers without checking to see 
whether the entire business would 











be worth more intact. For the 
modern stuff, possibly no damage 
would be done. But for the 


stamps from the early part of this 
century or of the 1800’s a valuable 
covered misht be ruined. 
If in doubt, check with 
perienced collector. 
Every collector at some time or 
another finds that over the weeks 
or months a number of duplicates 
have been accumulated. There 
are many collectors who willingly 
go out to find hospitalized vet- 
erans, shut-ins or junior collectors 
to give them to. 

It’s a certainty that the stuff 
you have wont make you financi- 
ally independent if you can even 
sell it, but it will make you 
wealthy in the terms of the good 
will of your fellow man. 

Why not look around for some- 
one whom your duplicates will 
gladden?

sued in this country. 

As early as 1925, agitation was 
started to have a stamp issued to 
commemorate the activities of 
William Penn in the colonization 
of Pennsylvania. This continued 
off and on until 1932 when the 
Pennsylvanians became anxious; 
1932 was the 250th anniversary 
year. 

The POD informed the interest- 
ed parties that due to other com- 
mittments for stamps, it would 
not be possible to produce a Penn 
stamp. . The “interested parties” 
circulated petitions and stirred up 
their senator, James J. Davis and 
turned the heat on the Depart- 
ment to such an extent that a 
stamp was promised for October. 

Sketches prepared by Alvin 
Meissner 2nd Victor McCloskey, 
Bureau artists were consolidated 
and used for the stamp design. 
The artists had been turned loose 
on their own without officials 
from the POD or pressure groups 
breathing down their necks try- 
ing to tell them how to design a 
stamp. 

The portrait used is one in the 
possession of the Pennsylvania 
Historical Society, painted in Lon- 
don in 1666 when Penn was but 
22 years old. 

When the design was announc- 
ed which depicted Penn in armor, 
the Quakers felt that it was an 
affront to their religion and a 
blight on their respect for him. 
The Quakers then as now are 
foremost provonents for peace. 

But since it was the only 
known picture of Penn in exist- 
errce the Bureau artists had 
little choice in the matter, and so 
were compelled to use it. 

A decided touch to the stamp 
design was the placing the fig- 
ures of value in keystone shaped 
panels, Pennsylvania being 
known as the Keystone state.

“Easter Seals” 


Seals issued by organizations to 
raise funds for crippled children, 
called “Easter” seals due to the 
fact that they are issued around 
the Easter holiday, are interna- 
tional in scope. In addition to 
those issued in the U. S. and Can- 
ada seals nave also been used in 
Australia and South Africa for 
this purpose. This article will 
deal with the South Africa issues. 

Founded in 1939, the National 
Council for the Care of Cripples 
in South Africa has been striving 
to achieve its objective—a com- 
plete orthopedic service for the 
Union. Orthopedic surgeons, or- 
thopedic nurses, and orthopedic 
appliance »nakers are being train- 
ed, and orthopedic units for crip- 
pled children are being planned 
or erected in the large centers of 
the Union. These units make 
provision for medical treatment, 
education and vocational training. 
There are estimated to be about 
30,000 cripples of all races in 
South Africa. 

In 1944 the seal method of rais- 
ing funds to supplement other in- 
come was inaugurated. This was 
well received and the campaign 
was continued thereafter. How- 
ever, sufficient seals were avail- 
able from 1944 to make the print- 
ing of another issue for 1945 un- 
necessary and these were used 
again. In 1946 a new printing 
was ordered and the _ design 
changed. Thereafter, each year to 
date, new seals were issued. 

Similarly to the tuberculosis 
seals these seals also bear the 
two-language inscription, English 
and Afrikaans. So far these seals 
have been issued in small booklet 
panes of 6 seals (3x2) and sold 
in booklets containing 2 panes (12 
seals). The panes of 1944, 1946, 
and 1947 were rouletted on the 





margins thus eliminating all 
straight edge seals. However, in

1948 and 1949 this was not done 
and therefore all of these seals 
will be straight edged. In 1949

black; 1946—Royal blue and pink;
